C. McKean. An effort is being made 
to get Whitney releesed on bail an.l 
also to have the trial postponed until 
the .MarctTterm of court. A powerful 
defense will be made for "Whitney. 
The prisoner shows the effecUs of 
his confinement. He- is pale and hag- 
gard and seems to keenly realize the 
terrible position he he,? placed himself. 


The first witness called was County 


Detective Alex. McBeth. who with Dis- 
trict Atoraey A. JS. Jonso is handling 
the case for the Commonwealth. De- 
tective ilcBetu testified to his pres- 
ence at the scene of the murder after 
It had happened and to the evidence 
produced before the

She testified that Whitney was there 
and tnat he had been

freely. He danced several times dur- 
ing-the'evening and itowards midnight 
grabbed hold -of her -while -she was 
Standing by -watching the dancers. She 
••wen-t'iiito another room and "Whitney 


'""^Ifo-wed her. 
Here he struck her 


and her husband Mike came in. Whit- 
ney struck at him and she -caught 
"Whitney by the hair. A crowd gath- 
ered in the room then and there was 
much -commotion. 'Whitney went out, 
ibut he had not (been struck or cut 
by any one. Mrs. Stejack stated that 
"Whitney had caused much amusernon't 
tor the company by dancing with, a 
dog, 


John Ferrence testified that ho wont 


to the house of Gelack about 7.SO 
the evening of the murder. Whitney 
accompanied him. 
From there they 


went to the house next door where 
Whitney caused f unwind merriment by 
his actions. Later at Gelack's house 
he attempted to assault Annie Ste- 
jack and her husband interfered. He 
told Whitney to go home and let hU 
wife alone. When^the shootnig oc- 
curred after the row Ferenco said ho 
ran away so fast he could not tell 
how many shots were fired. He 
thought Whitney was afcer him. 


Court adjourned at 12:20 and -will 


meet at 2 o'clock this afternoon. The 
defense will take the witnesses ex- 
amined this morning in hand and later 
two or three eye witnesses of the 
murder will be put on the stand by 
the Commonwealth.

The village of Co-liter, between Mc- 


Keesport and "West, Xewton, wan sav- 
ed from total destruction by fire Wed- 
nesday morning by the prompt net ion 
of Engineer Sullivan of engine No. 222S 
on the Baltimore &, Ohio railroad. 
When Sullivan's train came in sii;ht 
of the town between 12 and 3 o'clock, 
every man, woman ar.d child was on: 
ughi-ing the flames, which had already 
consumed the store and residence of 
Nicholas Xitori and had comincnoocl 
on the Hotel Osborr.o and tho barn 
in tlio rear of (ho hostelry. 
Every 


v/ell in the village had been exhaust- 
ed and water was beins carried from 
the river one-quarter of a mile dis- 
tant. 


Sullivan uncoupled his engine from 


tho t nil n and as fast as the citizens 
and train crew could bring the buck- 
ets he filled them with wafer from 
the tank of hib online. When (he wa- 
ter in tho tank was almost exhaiidtod 
and the fire was sMl bunmiK. Sull:- 
van. switched his engine onto the east 
bound tiack, and tolling the people 
to fight hard, made a rccotd-broakmcf 
run to \Vest New-tor, whore the tank 
of the engine was refilled, and at a 
speed of about a 
mile a minute 


he hurried buck to the burning vil- 
lage. 


Tlio aid brought by Sullivan saved 


the village. The hotel was .saved, but. 
the barn and several other buildings 
were totally destroyed. The loss will 
amount to about $25,000. The origin 
of the fire is not known, but is sup- 
posed to have started from rats kuaw- 
ing matches m ZHori's store room.
